T h r o u g h th e courtesy of Sheriff Reid 
an d D eputy Sheriff T heorine , of th is 
city, a re pre se nta tive of the B r a in ­ 
erd Dispatch w as given th e oppor­ 
t u n i ty of visiting th e M innesota pen­ 
it e n ti a r y a t S ti ll w ater last week. The 
p a r t y which left B rain erd W ednesday 
m o r n i n g a t 5:45, reached S ti ll water 
sh o r tly a fte r noon th e sam e day. 
Af­ 
te r deli vering th e ir priso ner to the 
prison officials th ey were given the 
privilege of a to u r th r o u g h the peni­ 
te n tia r y . 
A visit of th i s kind is well 
w o rth a n y o n e ’s ta king, as it gves a 
very fair idea of th e life of th e pris­ 
oners. 
Sti ll w a te r is reached 
from 
St. Paul, usually by the in t e r u r b a n 
elec tric line, the distance of 18 mil?s 
b ein g made in considerable less th a n 
an hour. 
T he first glimpse to be ha d 
of th e in s titu tio n is a couple of resi­ 
dences, those of th e w a rd e n a nd d e p u ­ 
ty w ard e n, perched oil steeply t e r ­ 
raced y a rds on the hill side.
